G.S.R. No. 885(E).—Itt exercise of the powers conferred by section 36 of 
the Finance Act, 1979 (21 of 1979), the Cential Government, being satisfied that 
it is necessary and expedient so to do, hereby exempts H. E. Mr. Wu Xueqian, 
Vice-Premier of the State Council of the People’s Republic of China and nine 
members of the delegation on their visit to India from 11th to 18th October, 
1989, from the payment of foreign travel lax leviable under sub-section (1) of 
section 35 of the said Act, in respect of their international journey to any place 
outside India at the end of the said visit.
